I would have no way 
of proving what would be de- 
stroyed—such as clothing, valuable 
books, phonograph records, cur- 
tains and so on which would burn 
without a trace. Do the insurance 
companies accept the word of the 
insured, up to the value of the 
insurance? (I know that I act as 
co-insuror and thus I have been 
careful not to be under-insured.) 
Or would I have to prove my loss? 
Should I keep receipts? What 
about things I no longer have a 
reecipt for? Could you mention a 
good book about insurance?”

Kitehen Lesson 
At Santa Rita 


Housewives’ attention is called 
to the warning recently issued by 
Dr. Thomas Perdue, expert on 
communicable diseases for the 
Alameda County Health Depart- 
ment. 

Following the outbreak of mild 
food poisoning at Santa Rita Re- 
habilitation Center, investigation 
showed that the trouble arose 
from too much food being pre- 
pared in advance, allowing the 
growth of a bacterium, staphlylo- 
coccus, which produces a_ toxix 
substance when taken internally. 

In view of the incident at the 
prison farm, the medical expert 
issued a warning to housewives 
that the type of food poisoning 
in question commonly occurs on 
picnics or during the holiday 
season, when food is prepared in 
advance and then left standing 
at high temperatures. 

He cautioned housewives — or 
their husbands if they aid in the 
cooking—not to prepare food too 
far in advance of serving time.

“A rehash of the domestic scl- 
ence curriculum of past decades,” 
is what this expert calls manv of 
the courses now offered to high 
school girls. 


These courses do not take into 
account the many changes that 
have come into the kitchen. Frozen 
food, deep freezes. electric stoves, 
prepared and semi-prenared foods 
of every kind are what the rirls 
will have to cone with when they 
set up housekeeping. 


School courses of today should 
face up to these changes and teach 
the girls how to handle all the new 
equipment and preparations. 

“Double-boilers, for instance, 
says Mrs. Kiene, are still advo- 
cated for the makine of thick 


sauces, when, as a matter of fact. 


the new stoves are so perfectly 
adjusted that this method is no 
longer necessary.” 


“My grandmother,” Mrs. Kiene 
continued, “used to put thirteen 
corn cobs in her stove when she 
made biscuits, since she had found 
they gave just the right amount of 
heat.” 


With teen-age marriages on the 
increase and many girls not even 
waiting to finish high school be- 
fore marrying, Mrs. Kiene believes 
that it is all the more necessary 
ithat these girls receive some train- 
ing in high school which will fit 
them to meet the life they are 
going into.

Recently I had the opportunity 
of visiting the famous Tennessee 
Valley Authority in the Southeast.
